Gentlemen, 



I had the pleasure of ad- 
dressing you in the year 1811, and presenting 
to your notice an account of Cinque Ports 
meetings, called Brotherhoods and Guest lings, 

and I had the honor of attending the meet* 
ing in that year, and also of the general 
Brotherhood and Guestling that was holden 
at Romney the year following. 
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In the spirit of the ancient laws and cus- 
toms this meeting was correctly conducted ; 
truly manifesting, with all the precision and 
efficiency, that so ancient and powerfully 
established Court of Judicature required; 
and the Resolutions of the Assembly to main- 
tain the rights, privileges, customs, and im- 
munities, enjoyed time out of mind by the 
Ports Towns and their members, were fully 
evinced.

The present address to you, my worthy 
Combarons, is occasioned by the demise of 
our late much-beloved, venerable, and good 
King, of blessed memory ; and after a lapse 
of almost sixty years, we may now anticipate 
the honor of bearing the Canopy over His 
present Most Gracious Majesty, George the 
Fourth, whom God long preserve to reign 
over us. The antiquity of our claim to this 
honor, may be traced to the remotest period 
of our history. 



In the time of King Edward the Confes- 
sor, before the conquest, when the Ports were 
enfranchised, and also in the time of King 

« 

Edward the First, 1278, are these words : 
" Et quod habeant honores, suos in Curia nostra; 99 

construed to intend the honorable service the 
Barons of the Ports perform at the Coronations 
of the Kings and Queens of the Realm ; and 
it appears by the records of the Tower Pa- 
tents, 33d Edward the Third, m. 6, that in 
the 20th year of King Henry the Third, 1236, 
at the Coronation of his Queen Elenor, the 
(daughter of Raymond, Earl of Provence, the 
Barons of the Ports did claim, and obtain, 
their ancient right and privilege of bearing 
the canopy, although the Marchers of the 
Marches of Wales challenged the same as be- 
longing to them ; and it is further evident, by 
the said exemplification, that the Barons then 
claimed the privilege of sitting at the King's 
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r * ... 

nght hand at dinner ; and which claim was 
allowed, and so continued at every Coronation 
until the year 1750. 



< As it is unnecessary on this occasion to 
enter fully into the laws and orders of the 
iast Brotherhood and Guestling of 1812, I 
transcribe only the following record relative 
to this subject. 

Item — w It is ordered by this Assembly, 
*< that previous to all future Coronations of 
" Kings and Queens of this Realm, the 
M Speaker of the Ports for the time being, do 
* 4 take the necessary measures for enforcing 
" the claims of the Barons of the Cinque 
" Ports to their ancient office of Canopy 
" Bearers, and to all other privileges which 
4 « may be connected therewith/' 



Pursuant to this order, you will have due 
notice whenever His Majesty is pleased to 



fix the time for His Coronation, with pro* 
per Orders from the Right Honorable the 
Earl of Liverpool, Constable of Dover Castle, 

and Admiral of the Cinque Ports, &c. &c. &c« 

* 

for electing such Barons as are fully qualified 
to be Bearers of the Canopy at the said Co- 
ronation ; and similar measures, I presume, 
will be observed, as stated in the following 
proceedings of the last Coronation, which I 
give verbatim, as inserted in our records. 

Some notes, tending to confirm our right 
for claims, heretofore (more than once) op- 
posed by other claimants, I also submit for 
your information, with a full confidence there 
will not be any unanimity wanting, in our 
zeal for executing this very honorable service, 
and evincing the utmost loyalty from all the 
Ports, towards His Present Most Gracious 
Majesty. 

A brief Chronicle of all the Coronations 
ever known to be celebrated in England, I 
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likewise subjoin, with the form usually ob- 
served in the processions, and some observa- 
tions and extracts from different historians, I 
present with deference to your notice,

The Town Clerk of New Romney sent a copy 
of the letter and answer to the Solicitors. 

The Solicitors, in pursuance of the trust reposed 
in them, made the following claims, viz. 

At the Coronation of every King and Queen of 
England, and Queen Consort, to support, upon four 
silver staves, a canopy of gold or purple silk, having 
four corners, and at each corner a silver bell, gilt 
with gold; four of such Parous to be appointed to 
each stave, and to have and take the said canopy 
staves, and bells, as their fees for the said services ; 
and also to dine, on the day of the Coronation, at 
a table on the King's right hand, at his palace at 
Westminster, and likewise to have cloth for vest* 
ments at His Majesty's expence. 

These are to certify, that the aforesaid claim is 
allowed by the Lords Commissioners, in every re* 
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*$&$, (elteept &s ioimving cloth for vestments at 
His Majesty's expence) which part is disallowed.

bly requested to present the same to His Majesty, 

The petition agreed on was as follows.

That the Cinque Ports and two Ancient 
Towns, have time immemorial deputed Barons to 
carry Canopies at the Coronation of your Majesty's 
predecessors, who afterward dined at the principal

hand, which privelege has been confirmed to the 
said Ports and Towns by many ancient charters. 



That the Barons at the late Coronation of your 
Majesty's Royal Grandfather, beiug appointed to 
dine only at a second table, on the right hand of 
your Majesty's said Royal Grandfather, did at that 
Coronation present a petition to your Majesty's said 
Royal Grandfather, setting forth their said claim ; 
to which His said Majesty was pleased to answer. 



That no alteration should be made in the dispo- 
sition proposed by the report, concerning the said 
Barons, but that it should be confined without pre- 
judice, to the right claimed by them of sitting at 
dinner, at any future Coronation. 

Wherefore your petitioners, who are only de- 
puties to the said respective Ports and Towns, and 
not authorized to give up any of their rights, most 
humbly implore your Sacred Majesty, that their 
said legal and undoubted right of dining at the 
principal table, at the right hand of your Majesty, 
at (he ensuing Coronation, may be preserved to your 
Majesty's Ports and Towns.

Giaims being broke up, and the Ports having been 
allowed all that they claimed, except cloth for their 
habits, which had never been' allowed them.

' The Barons met attix o'clock, at the Salt Office, 
where they breakfasted, and put on their robes; from 
whence they went on board the Stationer's barge, 
landed* at Parliament Stairs, and proceeded to West- 
minster Hall. The Canopies, which were at the 
tower part of the Hall, were carried by the Barons, 
in their proper places, to the upper end of the 
Hal}, where they waited Hill the Queen came from 
the Throne under the King's Canopy, which was 
field up by the Barons as Her Majesty passed under 
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it to ber own ; and then the Barons that supported 
the King's Canopy set it down, until His Majesty 
came to it, when they took it up, and then pro-* 
ceeded to the Abbey, where they remained during 
{he Ceremony; and after the King was crowned, 
the Barons put on their Caps, and then returned 
back again to Westminster Hall, in the same order 
as they came to the Abbey; only the' Queen' first 
went under the Canopy, and the King afterwards 
came under.

'' The Barons, who waited in the Court of Re-

It does not appear, that all of the Canopy Bearers were 
Freemen of the Ports. Quere — In what manner were they 
elected Barons ? 
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The Marchers, or Lord Marchers of the Marches of Wales, 
alluded to in my introductory address to the Barons, were 
those Noblemen that lived on the Marches, or borders of 
Wales, and in times past according to Cambden had their 
laws and " potestatem vita" like petty Kings ; these Gover- 
nors were entituled to many privileges, and amongst others 
made strong claims for the privileges, and honours, allowed 
the Barons of the Cinque Ports at Coronations, but which 
they could not obtain. 

The Dean and Chapter of Westminster have also formerly 
made claim for the staves, bells, and canopies, used at the 
Coronations, but without effect, these trophies having been 
always allowed to the Barons, as bearers thereof.

*' Also in consideration of the most grateful and accept- 
able service which the Barons of the Cinque Portes and An- 
cient Towns aforesaid have done to us, in our inauguration to 
the Crown of this our kingdom of England, as also in times 
past to our Progenitors, Kings and Queens of England, at 
their Coronations respectively, from all the time whereof the 
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\rf of mail It not to the contrary, havo done, and ought 
la do ; tad to aar Heirs and Successors, Kings and Queens 
of Bngtand, at theft Coronations, according to their privi- 
lege sad kotior ought to do.* 

" "the Barons of the Cinque Ports, and two Ancient 
Town*, hate, time out of mind, had the honor to carry the 
Canopy over the King and Queen, at their Coronation, 
and dfne with them on the same day, as was before noted, 
tfttcf ill the Charter of King Edward the First, called, Their 
Honours at Court; touching which I find recorded, folio 3? 
of the Customal of Winchelsea, and folio 51 of the Customal 
of Rye, as followeth." 

" And when it shall happen, that any King or Queen 
of' England shall be crowned, the Barons of the Cinque 
Fortes, by writ of summons of our said Lord the King to 
them directed, are wont to come to the Coronation, to do 
their wonted services, and receive their honours in the Court 
of our said Lord the King, when he shall go forth of his 
chamber that he may be crowned, and when he shall return 
from his Coronation, the Barons of the Cinque Portes are 
wont, as of right they ought, to bear over the King and 
Queen, cloths of silk or of gold, that is to say, by thirty-two 
Barons of the Cinqae Portes ; fee. &c &c."
